But to cater for the aged 
Altona has no’ day centre, 
no day hospital, no geriat- 

-tic beds, no private 
hospital facilities, only 21 
public hospital beds, and 
only 12 Housing Commis- 
Sion flats for the elderly. 

There is an -over-loaded 
council organised meals - 
on - wheels service and a 
chiropody clinic at the one 
elderly citizens’ chub, 

There are no aged per-|r 
sons’ units, rest homes or 
hostel beds. 

A nursing home project 
planned by the Salvation 
Army in Mclatyre Drive 
will provide 46 beds, 

However, in a report 
recently submitted to 

Altona Council, it was 

stated that the home 
was unlikely to over- 

come the backlog of ac- 
commodation requests. 

“There is doubt that the 
project will satisfactorily 
cater for our needs in Al- 
.tona as more of the dwell- 
ings presently housing our| 
aged are brought for rent- 
al units or by the younger:
